refusal of the cadets to talk in the 
presence of the official against whom 
they have a grievance, but this is 
only a part of the procedure. 
Put in its concrete form a silence’ 
is a thoroughly organized protest on 
the part of all the cadets at th** 
.Military academy directed 
against j 
some one in authority. Some speci­ 
fic act cf discipline may call it into 
action or it may be an expression of 
general dislike. This last appears to 
be the foundation for its exercise in 
the case of Captain Longan, who has 
recently been transfered to the acad­ 
emy from the Eleventh infantry. 
The origin of ‘silence* is lost in the 
mists of m ilitary antiquity, it was 
known before ‘Billy Havens, O !’ had 
been voiced in song at W est Point 
and that is going far back in his- i 
tory. Sometimes It bas resulted in 
the removal of unpopular officials 
and sometimes It has brought about 
the dismissal from the academy of 
the cadets who instigated the pro­ 
cedure. 


In the mess hall the ‘silence’ is 
most effective and here it nearly 
always is brought into use. 
A w riter familiar with the strict 
rules of etiquette prevailing there, 
says: 
“A cadet captain, by virtue of his 
corps rank, is superintendent of the 
mess. At the head of each table sits 
a 
member of the 
first class—-the 
graduating class. Every private of 
the first class is an assistant of the 
mess hall under the cadet captain, i 
and the tables take their cue from I ? 
his conduct at all times. Tables do I P 
not ply knife and fork until the first * 
class man gives silent permission. 


“When it is agreed to inflict ‘sil­ 
ence’ on an officer, no one looks at * 
him as he apears in the mess hall. » 
The first class 
men at the heads of • 
the tables fold their arm s and look I * 
straight 
ahead.

ple have an idea that 'silence' is a 
refusal of Uhe cadets to talk in the 
presence of the official against -* horn 
they ha\e a grievance, but thjs is 
only a part of the procedure 


Put in its concrete form a silence 


s a thoroughly organized protest on 
the part of all the cadets at the 
^Military academy directed 
against 


some one in authority Some speci- 
fic act Lf discipline may call it into 
action or it may be an expression of 
general dislike This last appears t3 
be the foundation for its exercise in 
the case of Captain Longan, who has 
recently 'been transfered to the acad- 
emy from the Eleventh infantry 


The origin of 'silence' is lost in the 


mists of military antiquity it was 
known before 'Billy Havens, O1' had 
>een voiced in song at (West Point! 
aud that is going far back in his- 
c&ry Sometimes dt bab resulted in 
the removal of unpopular officials 
and sometimes it has brought about

the first class is an assistant of the 
mess hall under the cadet captain, 
and the tables take their cue from 
his conduct at all! times Tables do 
not ply knife and fork until the first 
class man gives sile-nt permission 


'When it is agreed to inflict 'sil- 


ence' on an officer, no one tooks at 
him as he apears in the mess hall 
The first class men at the heads of 
the* taibles 'fold their arms and look 
straight ahead 
The second, third 


and fourth class men imitate the at- 
titude 'Even the cublings, the class 
of new men admitted the same year 
and just being modeled into the 
fourth class with setup drills and 
other shapmg-up discipline, put en 
grim faces and let their knives and 
forks lie where the mess servants 
have placed them There is absolut< 
silence, not a sound or movement 
being made to break the stillness"
